Classic Hiterature apounds in continual refer-
ences to the ““Tales of Miletus." Whatever
these talea were, it is safe for us to conclude
thut they possessed waat the Greeks most ad-
mire—refnement ot thought, delicaey of excou-
tion, aud mythological reterences, But their
beauty has been lost to us, We have no
cerlain means of determining which of the
numerous iables bequeathed to us are the tales
of Miletus, or it any of them are. And hence,
while speculation has been rife, the day for the
acquisition of facts hae long since passed. Sir
E. B. Lytton bas dcue his best to aid the cause,
and even should he have falled—and we know
not whether he has or not—the eight tales

he gives ug are beaati{ul enough to be the lost
ones of Milewus,

The stories are related in a unigue blank verse,
in which the masterly finish of Bulwer's lite-
rary skill is strikingly shown. For punty,
rhythm, and exactitude of versification, we have
no superior to the little volume before us, The
tales, some of them, are already familiar, The
masjority of critics who have woticed the work
bave given their preference to “Death sod

t-'isy?;ma." We, however, have the greatest
snamiration tor the concluding one, entitled
“Cydippe; or, The Apple.” Iu order to do jus-
tice tg the tale, we guote such verses as will
